COUNCIL TIE BROKEN 

BY VOTE OF CANDLER 


» Nutting and Friends Block 
Proposal to Allow Presi- 
dent Hope to Withdraw 


His Resignation. 


Atlanta’s public school system, which 
has been allowéd to degenerate because 
of the past neglect of the general coun- 
cil, was dealt another severe blow Mon- 
day afternoon when politics was per- 
mitied to dominate in the matter of 
action on the resignation of President 
George M. Hope, of the school board. 

Alderman James R. Nutting and 
others, who have been working in the 
interest of ex-Councilman Aldine Cham- 
bers to succeed to the vacancy, refysed 
to permit the withdrawal of the resig- 
nation. The faction vigorously fought 
the suggestion of Councitman 8. L. Dal- 
las that a committee of three be ap- 
pointed to confer with President Hope 
and request him to continue to serve 
the school system to the end of his 
term. 

Candler Breaks Tie. 

By a vote of 13 to 13, a resolation of- 
fered by Aiderman Nutting accepting 
tire resignation was caught in a dead- 
lock, which was breken when Alder- 
man John 8S. Candler, presiding? cast 
his vote tn favor of the resolution, and 
it carrfed by one vote. 

Under pressure, President Hope ten- 
dered his resignation last week to the 
mayor and general council, and in- 
trusted the communication to Alderman 
James R. Nutting. Later, when friends 
prevailed upon him to remain at the 
head of the system, he reconsidered, and 
on Monday~he made @ request on Alder- 
man Nutting for the return of his let- 
ter. 

Alderman Nutting’s refusal incensed 
friends of Mr. Hope in council, and 
a fight was launched on the floor to 
prevent action on the resignation. How- 


ever, the fight was late in getting 
"started, and when the session began 
one of the first communications read 
i City Clerk Walter Taylor was the 
Tope resignation. 

Alderman Jesse Armistead, chairman 
of the school committtee, urged coun- 
et] not to take action in favor of or 

against accepting the. resignation, and 

suggested that as long as Captain Hope 

had changed his mind, he should be 

allowed to withdraw his resignation. 
Nutting’s Position. 

Alderman Nutting made the state- 
ment that President Hope had volun- 
teered to resign. He declared that he 
had conferred with the education board 
president less than an hour and a half 
before the meeting of council, and that 
he had been instructed to let the res- 
ignation go through. In the course of 
his remarks, Alderman Nutting de- 
elared that because of the fact that 
Captain Hope had removed from within 
the city limits he automatically va- 
cated the office. Alderman Nutting also 
gave council the information that 
eight) members of the board had de- 
elared themselves in favor of the elec- 
tion of Aldine Chambers to the va- 
cancy. 
Councilman Dallas made the motion 
that a committee be appointed to con- 
fer with President Hope with a view 
of urging him to remain on the board 
to the end of the year. As a substi- 
tute, Alderman Nutting offered the fol- 
lowing resolution, which was adopted: 
Whereas. Hon. George M. Hope has re- 
moved from the sixth ward, and has in 
consequence of such removal, tendered his 
resignation as 2 member of the board of 

education from that ward; therefore be it 

Resolved, By the mayor and general coun- 

eil that this body hereby places on record 
its high appreciation of the services of Cap- 
tain Hope during his long connection with 
the board of education. He has been a 
faithful, capable and conscientious public 
servant and for all of the valuable work 
that he has done for our educational sys- 


stem he deserves the thanks of every citi- 
zen of Atlanta, and we hereby wish to ex- 
press our sincere regret that his removal! 
from the sixth ward and from the city, | 
has necessitated a»severance of his official 
eonnection with .the city government. 

Resolved further, That the clerk of coun- 
cil be instructed to transmit a copy of these 
resolutions to Captain Hope.

Professor Brewster Says 


Colorado Troops Followed 
Course of Outrage and 
Brutality. 


Denver, Colo., December 7.—Consti- 
tutional rights were abolished by Colo- 
rado state troops when they went into 
the coal strike zone, declared Profes- 
sor James H. Brewster, of the Univer- 
sity of Colorado, testifying before the 
federal commission on industrial rela- 
tions here today. The entire conduct 
of the state troops was a course of 
outrage and brutality, Professor Brew- 
ster asserted. Not only had Adjutant 
General Chase wiped out constitutional 
rights, but miners had been robbed by 
the troops, he said, the ranks of the 
militia had been swelled by the enlist- 
ment of “scoundrels” and the right of 
search had been exercised by the troops 
while the courts were open. | 

Called Lieutenant a Brate. 

Professor Brewster was. attorney for 
the United Mine Workers before the 
congressional committee that investi- 
gated the coal strike, and was chair- 
man of the State Federation of Labor 
committee that investigated the strike 
December, 1912. He declared that 
Linderfelt, in charge

tle. was a “brute, unfit to associate 
with anybody,” and that because of 
his brutality the committee had asked 
that he be suspended on January 20, 
1914.

Probe Asked of Story That 
Mexican Leader Offered 
$75,000 to Two Senators to 
Bring About Evacuation 
of Vera Cruz. 


Washington, December 7.—An effort 
by Senator Robinson, of Arkansas, to- 
day to launch an investigation of a 
published report that the Carranza 
government in Mexico had appropri- 
ated $75,000 to obtain the influence 
of two United States senators in bring- 
ing about the early withdrawal of 
American troops then at Vera Cruz, 
precipitated ‘a brief discussion in the 
Sen- 
Stone, Gallinger, Penrose and 
Smoot urged that the dignity of the 
senate would be lowered by its adop- 
tion and, on objection of Senator Smoot, 
the resolution went over for the day.

Tides in New York Harbor 
Highest in Thirteen Years. 
Ferry Boats Are Driven to 
Cover. 


ALL THE COAST RESORTS 
WRECKED BY THE WAVES 


Damage .at Coney Island 
Is Estimated at $200,000. 
Steamers Badly Buffeted 
by the Tremendous Seas. | 


New York, December 7.—Huge seas, 
backed by a mighty tide and a howl- 
ing northeast gale, battered the New 
York coasts today, smashing houses, 
wrecking boats, flooding villages, dev- 
astating summer resorts and forcing 
steamers to remain outside Sandy 
Hook and fight the storm. 

At Sandy Hook the wind attained 
velocity of 68 miles an hour, driving in 
a record-breaking tide and making it 
impossible for pilots to board in- 
coming vessels. 

Tide Highest in Years. 

In New York harbor the tide was 
the highest tn thirteen years and the 
waves drove New Jersey ferryboats to 
cover and strewed the Staten Island 
shore with the wrecks of scores of 


small craft. 

The worst damage in this vicinity 
was suffered at Coney Island, where 
the loss within the past twenty-four 
hours is estimated at $200,000. 

Two or three fine houses at Seagate 
were ‘wrecked despite the fight of a 
small army of workmen to build de- 
fenses with hundreds of sandbags. 
The waves threw them aside, rolled 
in and tore the houses apart. Fifteen 
buildings along Coney Island had been 
damaged tonight, including big bath- 
ing pavilions and summer cottages. 

At Brighton Beach the board walk 
was demolished and much of the stone 
breakwater was torn away. The waves 
surged around the Brighton Beach ho- 
tel and wrecked several small build- 
ings, although the hotel itself escaped 
serious damage. 

Waves broke more than 25 feet over 
the high tide line at Rockaway Beach, | 
causing heavy damages to bungalows, 
baths and boardwalks., At easide 
eight bungalows. and twenty feet. of 
boardw@ik -were carried..away. .Two 
hotels at Arverne were damawed and 
several families were driven from 
their homes, ; 

Enormous Seas. 

Point Lookout at Long Beach was 
inundated .and partly washed away 
and the wind was blowing 50 miles an 
hour tonight. At Riverhead families 
had been driven to the upper floors 
and a number of small buildings had 
been washed away. 

Over on the Jersey side heavy rain 
and high wind continued tonight. At 
Sandy Hook enormous seas were 
breaking and part of the government 
bridge between Highland Beach and 
the Hook had been torn away. Outside 
the Hook the Russian liner Dwinsk 
lay anchored. The steamer St. Louis, 
from Savannah, was 15 miles off Scot- 
land lightship and had suffered deck 
damage and smashed windows. The 
steamer Texas was off Clayton, Del., 
60 miles southeast of the lightship. 
The Francisco, of the Wilson line, and 
other vessels also lay out on the 
rollers of the Atlantic not daring to 
try to reach port. 

For hours ship commuters between 
New York and New Jersey had to 
travel through Hudson river tubes, as 
the ferries could not make their trips. 
All traffic arriving in Jersey City was 
shifted to the tubes, and even to reach 
the tube entrances it was necessary to 
walk through an inch of water. At 
Harrison and at East Newark .scores 
of houses and factories were flooded. 
WAVES POUND 
JERSEY COAST. 

Seabright, N. J.. December 7.—Driven 
by a 60-mile gale from the northeast. 
which had blown steadily for nearly 36 
hours, the waters of the Atlantic to- 
night were pounding along the Jersey 
coast. At Seabright today the water 
broke over the bulbkheads and Ocean 
avenue was flooded to a depth of from 
two to three feet. Cross-town streets 
from the beach to the Shrewsbury 
river were raging torrents: 

Three cottages had been washed 
away early tonight and residents of 
all others had moved out. It was 
feared other houses might go at the 
next tide.

ARE ON THE OFFENSIVE 


French War Office Claims 
Allied Troops Have Made 
Notable’ Advances at Sev- 
eral Points— Hungary 


| Seems to Be Menaced by 


a Russian Invasion. 


London, December 7.—After a long 
battle fought with the greatest stub- 
bornness, the Germans have succeeded 
in occupying Lodz, Poland, an unforti- 
fied city. According to the Berlin re- 
‘port, the Russians. suffered severe 
losses, and are in retreat. 

This success of the Germans, largely 
because of what preceded it, is consid- 
ered by military experts a really re- 
markable achievement. Less than a 
fortnight ago the army to which this 
victory has fallen was surrounded by 
Russians, and cut its way out only af 
the iast moment, losing great numbers 
of men and many guns. Yet it was 
able within a few days to reorganize, 
take the offensive and defeat the Rus- 
sians defending Lodz. 

GERMANS AIDED 
BY THEIR RAILWAYS.

BY THE ALLIES. 


Paris, December 7.—This_ official 
communication was issued by the war 
office tonight: 

“In Belgium the Germans have bom- 
barded Oost Dunkerke, four kilometers 
(about two and a half miles) west of 
Nieuport. 

“Between Bethune and Lens we have 
taken the village of Vermelles and the 
position of the Rutoire, to the east of 
which we are along the railway line.’ »

“There is nothing new to report. — 

The war office gave out an official 
communication this afternoon as fol- 
lows: 

‘In the region of the Yser we con- 
tinue to attack the few intrench- 
ments still held by the enemy on the 
left bank of the canal. 

“In the region of Armentieres and of 
Arras, as weil as in the Oise territory, 
in the Aisne region, and in the Ar- 
gonne there is nothing to report, except 
to refer in general terms to the su- 
periority of our offensive. 

“In Champagne our heavy. artillery, 
on several different occasions, has 
shown marked superiority over that of 
the enemy. 

“There is nothing new on the east- 
ern front of our line, where the posi- 
tions of preceding days Have been 
maintained.” 


VICTORY CLAIMED 
BY GERMANS. 


Berlin, December 7.—(By wireless to 
London.)—The German official state- 
ment given out in Berlin this afternoon 
Says that in northern Poland German 
forces were successful, in prolonged 
fighting around Lodz, in defeating 
strong Russian forces stationed to the 
northwest and to the southwest of that 
city. 

The text of the anrouncement fol- 
lows: 

“No especial reports have been re- 
ceived from the western theater of the 
war, nor from the region to the east of 
the plain of the Mazurian lakes.

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NO GENUINE HARDSHIPS 
FOR GERMAN PRISONERS 


Detention Camps of 
Great Britain. 


London, November 24.—(Correspond- 
ence of the Associated Press.)—An in- 
vestigation of detention camps at New- 
bury, Frimley, the Olympia, in London, 
and Douglas, Isle of Man, where Ger- 
man and Austrian prisoners are held, 
shows they contain nearly 14,000 pris- 
oners. The number throughout the 
British isles is about 25,000. There is 
discomfort. and discontent, but the 
prisoners are not subjected to genuine 
hardships. Cold weather is causing 
suffering among those compelled to live 
in tents, for the tents are not heated. 
They are being abandoned, however, 
and in a fortnight more all prisoners 
will be under permanent cover. 


To Be Put on Ships. 


Several thousands will be placed 
aboard mine ships. Some of these 
ships are liners, and it is expected that 
aboard them the prisoners will be com- 
fortable. 

Medical reports show the health of 
the prisoners is good. Treatment ac- 
corded them so far as food and ac- 
commodations are concerned is Vir- 
tually thé same ag that afforded the 
British soldier. ‘ 

In these four camps there have been 
only ten deaths. Five of the prisoners 
were killed by guards for rioting. Four 
deaths were due to natural causes. The 
tenth death was an accident, a German 
soldier being thrown from a motor

of prisoners. Men were compelled to 
Sleep on stone floors. The food was 
But conditions have 
steadily improved. If the prisoners 
need clothing they are given good ap- 
parel, including heavy overcoats, suits, 
shirts, underclothes, socks and army 
boots, as well as necessary toilet arti- 
cles. The food is issued by the Brit- 
ish army commissariat. 


Allowed Much Liberty. 
Prisoners are allowed all possible lib- 
erty. Football and other games may 
be played except at the Douglas camp, 
where privileges were curtailed on ac- 


count of the riot. 

Military prisoners—soldiers and sail- 
ors—are kept in separate camps from 
the civilians.

Zeppelin Works Busy Turning 
Out Airships—Latest Aijr- 
craft Very Formidable. 


Geneva, Switzerland, November 20.— 
(Correspondence of _ the Associated 
Press.) —Germany is slowly but steadily 
preparing to make her threatened ae- 
rial attack on London, and on the east- 
ern coast of England, even without the 
aid of the German navy, in the judg- 
mnt of observers of the continued ac- 


tivity at the Zeppelin works at Pelee | 


richshafen. 

At this factory on Lake Constance 
over 1.000 workmen, since the begin- 
ning of the war, have been employed 
in the construction of dirigible bal- 
loons instead of the normal working 
force of 400 men. In place of the usual 
working period of eight hours a day, 
the men, who are all experts, have been 
divided into day. and night shifts of 
twelve hours each, so that over 500 
are always engaged. All the finished 
materials and fittings, as well as sec- 
tions of the airship envelopes, arrive 
from other parts of Germany ready 
made, and the workmen at Friedrich- 
shafen have only to put them together. 
This makes it possible to build a Zep- 
pelin in three weeks. 

Latest and Strongest Zeppelin. 

The latest and strongest Zeppelin 
ever built sailed to the north November 
5. direct from’ the Friedrichshafen 
works, without any previous trial trips. 
It is much longer than its predecessors, 
and its motive power consisted of three 
motors of 800-horse power. It carried 
a crew of thirty officers and men. In

were launched August 15, September 3 
and 24, October 15 and November 5, and 
two others of the same types at the 
beginning of August, making a total 
of seven. ~ 
The formidable aerial vessels are sald 
to be able to resist successfully any 
aeroplane attack. They can “sail” with 
a weight of two or three tons; they 
have seventeen to eighteeen independ- 
ent gas compartments, and water planes 
that will allow them to land on water, 
if necessary, and continue their flight 
later. At Friedrichshafen they are 
called “marine airships,” and in sma 
letters on their hulls are painted the 
significant words, “meant for London.” 


New Airships in Reserve. 


Officially in Germany there have been 
built up to the present time thirty-one 
Zeppelins, but only the most recent 
dozen count with the military authori- 
ties. The older ships are employed in 
dropping canal bombs on towns, but 
otherwise doing the work of captive 
balloons, their planes are being kept in 
reserve, it is asserted, for the raid on 
England, and especially London. 

The German staff and Count Zep- 
pelin are understood to hold the opin- 
ion that eighteen to twenty Zeppelins 
of the latest type are necessary for a 
Successful attack on London, and this 
number is expected to be ready early 
next year. 

All the latest airships carry several 
machine guns on special platforms, and 
one large gun each.

declared, “hudlow never would have 
happened.” 

Professor Brewster asserted Linder- 
felt had trained a machine gun on the 
Ludlow colony during a search of the 
colony by the militia for weapons, and 
patting the gun, declared he could 
sweep the whole encampment. 

At that time, the witness said, Lin- 
derfelt was threatening Louis Tikas, 
whom he assaulted on the night the 
Ludlow battle was on, breaking the 
stock of a rifie over his head. 

“Adjutant General John Chase thinks 
he is a soldier,” said Professor Brew- 
ster. “He think there is war and thinks 
that way because he cannot help it. 
He honestly thinks he is a soldier.” 

Professor Brewster said that Chase 
had enlarged the military district un- 
der the Moyer decision, which, the wit- 
ness declared, was a blot on the juris- 
prudence of Colorado until it included 
the whole state. 

Killed a Factor for Peace, 

Louis Tikas, leader of the Greeks, 
killed in the Ludlow fight, was a factor 
for peace in the Ludlow colony, said 
Vrofessor Brewster, and Was a univer- 
sity graduate. He related the verdict 
of the court-martial at which Linder- 
felt was exonerated for killing Tikas. 

“T am not atttempting to justify the 
events that followed Ludlow,” he said, 
“but if those Greeks had been Ameri- 
cans they would have risen long be- 
fore.”’ 

The witnéss characterized the arrest 
of “Mother” Jones as one of the great- 
est outrages on American jurispru- 
dence. He relate® the arrest of a’*wom- 
an who struck a militiaman because 
he shoved her during a parade at Trini-, 
dad. He declared the merchants of 
Huerfano and Las Animas counties had 
been intimidated by the “company” 
with loss of financial and social posi- 
tion.

The Colorado Fuel and Iron com- 
pany carried no accident § insurance, 
preferring to settle directly with claim- 
ants.

Washington, December 7.—Investi- 
gation of the New York Cotton Ex- 
change and its methods of dealing 
with the present cotton situation was 
proposed in the house today by Repre- 
sentative Tribble, of Georgia. — 

In a statement accompanying his 

resolution Representative Tribble 
said: 
“When the cotton exchange ——— 
the price of cotton was exceedingly 
low and yet the New York Cotton Ex- 
chang hammered down the price 1 
cent per pound almost tmmediately. 
This was a fair test of the methods 
of the exchanges. 

“The exchange was closed and open- 
ed on a low market and yet the open- 
ing of the exchange cost the farmers 
of the south millions of dollars. If I 
secure an investigation and the facts 
can be brought out this investigation 
will in all probability. brin about 
prosecution of those guilty of fleecin 
the farmers of their well-earne 
profits and may result in the total 
abolishment of the exchanges.” 

The resolution was referred to the 
rules committee.

ROCKEFELLER FUND 
YIELDS GREAT INCOME 


New York, December 7.—A _ state- 
ment of the, finances of the Rocke- 
| feller Foundation given out here to- 
night shows that the fundsofthe foun- 
dation, all contributed by John D. 
Rockefeller, consist of securities, 
whose market value at the time they 
were donated was $100,000,000. The 
resent book value of these securities 
is given as $103,241,271. The income of 
the foundation to date has been ap- 
proximately $5,500,000; its appropria- 
tions about $6,500,000. 

A list of funds Mr. Rockefeller gave 
to the foundation shows they embrace 
bonds, notes and stocks of 147 com- 
panies. Net profits on securities sold 
and redeemed have been $319,733. The 
unexpended income is given as $2,921,- 
537 and the cash on hand as $689,545. 
The total funds of the foundation on 
December 1 are given as $103,930,817. 

In making his gift to the foundation, 
the statement says: 

“Mr. Rockefeller expressly empow- 
ered directors of the foundation in 
their discretion to utilize either the 
rineipal or the income or both for 
he chartered purposes of the founda- 
tion, namely, ‘to promote the well- 
being of mankind throughout the 
world.’ ’’

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Washington, December 7.—President 
Wilson today expressed the opinion 
through a statement issued by Secre- 
_tary Bryan that the building of ‘sub- 
,; marines for any of the belligerents of 
the present war would be contrary to 
‘the spirit of the neutrality of the Unit- 
ed States. 

The Statement contained an an- 
nouncement that the Bethlehem Steel 
corporation, of which Charles M. 
Schwab is president, and which owns 
the Fore River Shipbuilding company, 
had deferred to the views of the presi- 
dent and did not intend to deliver any 
submarines to the belligerents during 
the present war. 

The question of whether it is legal 
for American firms to build submarines 
for shipment in parts has not been de- 
cided through the present case, the vol- 
untary withdrawal of the ' Bethlehem 
Steel corporation from any intention 
to build them having left the matter 
still open. High officials of the gov- 
ernment think, however, that if the 
case went to the courts they could 
prove that the building of any great 
number of parts for a submarine is tan- 
tamount to “outfitting’ a warship, 
which is expressly -prohibited by neu- 
trality statutes of the United States. 

Secretary Bryan said today he felt 
Sure the president’s declaration would 
deter shipbuilders from sending parts 
of subamrines to Canada for shipment 
as had been reported. The following 
Statement was issued by Mr. Bryan, 
which he said ended the incident so far 
as the state department was concerned: 
+ “When information reached the state 


‘department that’ the Fore River com- 


pany was planning to build a number 
of submarines for one of the allies, in- 
quiry was made to ascertain the facts. 
As a result of this inquiry, Mn Schwab 
called at the state department last week 
with his attorney and laid before the 
department+ what his company had 
planned to do, stating that before un- 
dertaking the work he had secured the 
opinion of a number of international 
lawyers and was keeving within the re- 
quirements of neutrality as outlined by 
them. 

“I stated to him that the president, 
basing his opinion upon information al- 
ready obtained, regarded the work, as 
contemplated, a violation of the spirit 
of neutrality, but told him I would lay 
his statement before the president and 
then give him a final answer. 

“On Friday I had a conference with 
the president, and he instructed me to 
inform Mr. Schwab that his statement 
only confirmed him in the opinion pre- 
viously formed that the submarines 
should not be built. Within a few 
minutes after my return from the white 
house, Mr. Schwab called me by long 
distance telephone and told me that he 
submitted to the president’s views of 
the subject and -hat I could announce 
that his firm would not build subma- 
rines for any belligerent country for 
delivery during the war. This closes 
the submarine incident.”

FRANK LOSES LAST 
CHANGE IN COURT 


His Only Hope for Life Is 
at the Hands of Gov. John 
M. Slaton—Early Appeal 


Will Be Made. 


Now that Leo Frank has lost his 
last fight in the courts, his attorneys 
have begun preparing a strong appeal 
that is to be submitted to the prison 
commission of Georgia and to Gover- 
nor John M. Slaton. 

The exact date on which the ap- 
peal will be made has not been de- 
cided upon owing to the inability of 
counsel to determine when it will be 
completed. Attorneys Leonard and 
Herman J. Haas, associated with Har- 
ry Alexander, will be .aided by At- 
torneys Henry C. Peeples and John L. 
Tye in this final move. 

Judge Ben Hill will sign the writ 
of habeas corpus Wednesday morn- 
ing, after which Frank will be brought 
before him and be resentenced to the 
gallows. The date of his resentenc- 
ing, however, will not be made publie. 

Supreme Court Refuses. 

When the supreme court in Wash- 
ington announced the decision Monday 
morning refusing to grant a writ to 
review the Frank evidence, Attorney 
Harry Alexander, who was then in 
Washington, conferred over long-dis- 
tance telephone with Louis Marshall, 
the criminal lawyér engaged only re- 
cently in the Frank case. 

Following the conference Mr. Alex- 
ander announced that no further steps 
would be taken in Washington. He 
caught a train for Atlanta to hurry 
back to confer with his fellow coun- 
sellors in presenting their plea before 
Governor Slaton and the prison board. 

Governor Slaton said Monday after- 
noon that he was not intimately ac- 
quainted with the evidence in the 
Frank case, but that he would review 
it thoroughly, as in all cases, before 
making his decision. Lawyers fa- 
miliar with the case say that there 
can be no other move in Frank’s be- 
half but the plea to the commission 
and governor.

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“NOMINATED IN THE BOND.”’ 


The bond committee of council will this 
afternoon probably reach a final decision re- 
garding its recommendations to council as to 
the bond issue. 

There can be no complaint that discus- 
sion has not been thorough. Every side, all 
departments, have been given a fair and full 
heafing. The case, pro and con, has been 
presented fully to the committee and to the 
people. If any man is uninformed regarding 
the need for a bond issue and the details it 
is because he has not been keeping abreast 
of current events. 

The committee is composed of conserva- 
tive citizens and good business men. It is 
unnecessary to urge upon them the need 
for care, of making a report so conservative 
yet so thorough as to carry conviction upon 
its surface and disarm all criticism save that 
gort that does not intend to be disarmed. 

The objection here and there that a mu- 
nicipal bond issue might not at this time 
find a favorable market is answered auto- 
matically. What we are now undergoing 
are simply the preliminaries, not the actual 
issuance of the bonds. It is well to avoid 
confusion in terms, with the chance of ulti- 
mately damaging the prestige of the city. 
Let it be “nominated in the bond” that no 
attempt shall be made to float the issue, 
when authorized, until such time and at such 
stipulated interest as shall be to the ad- 
vantage of the city. 

Let it be “nominated in the bond” that 
the issue, or no part thereof, shall be offered 
for sale except under conditions of demon- 
strated advantage to the city. 

With these anchors to windward, the 
most: cautious of citizens cannot fear the 
effect of trying to market an issue under 
unfavorable auspices. That is entirely aside 
from the fact that Atlanta’s credit, per se, is 
better than that of most cities in the coun- 
try, more stable, even, than that of New 
York city itself. 

It must be remembered that even after 
the bonds are authorized much time will 
elapse before the legal technicalities can be 
perfected and a market brought into sight. 
The Constitution’s argument is based upon 
the obvious wisdom of public recognition of 
the crisis that confronts the schools and 
other departments through the authorization 
of a bond issue; the getting out of the way 
of the preliminary impedimenta to the relief 
of this crisis, and the holding of the bonds 
in reserve, like a trained army, ready to do 
its work the moment financial caution dic- 
tates action. 

As to the genuineness of the crisis facing 
the schools and other departments, it is 
needless for The Constitution to reason with 
the committee. Thus far, that body has 
shown ample deliberation and wisdom in its 
course. That policy maintained through 
council and before the people, there need be 
no fear that the emergency confronting 
Atlanta will not be squarely met and given 
proper disposition. 


‘A WHITE MAN'S CROP. 


Of economic as well as sentimental in- 
terest is the painstaking analysis, published 
elsewhere, in which Benjamin W. Hunt, of 
Eatonton, sets out to explode the current 
belief that cotton is chiefly dependent upon 
negro labor. Mr. Hunt, who as former presi- 
dent of the Georgia State Bankers’ associa- 
tion and a farmer himself, is qualified to 
speak with authority, lines up the principal 
cotton-producing counties of Georgia, and 
arrives at the conclusion that the bulk of 
their cotton yield fs the result of white labor. 

Since cotton became cOmmercially im- 
portant to the south, we have been taught 
that the negro was the pivot around which 
it swung. Mr. Hunt does not even now say 
that under existing conditions we could pro- 
duce a normal crop without the aid of the 
negro. But he does say that, speaking nu- 
merically, and from the points of view of 
brains and finance, that cotton is a white 


man’s crop. 
Another factor Mr. Hunt might have

stressed is the gradually decreasing role the 
negro is assigning* himself not aldne in the 
culture of cotton, but in southern agriculture 


| generally. The fact that he cannot be de- 


pended upon as a farm laborer, having little 
respect for his contractual obligation, is one 
reason. His congestion in towns and cities 
another. His predilection for “holidays” 
and “hot suppers” another. His inefficiency 
through disease and dissipation another. 
Until these faults are corrected the negro 
will occupy a diminishing role, not in the 
south’s agricultural scheme alone, but in its 
others, also. 


A CRITICAL SESSION. 

No congress since the civil war has had 
greater cause to get down on its marrow 
bones, figuratively, and send up a prayer for 
divine guidance to wisdom, to prudence, to 
brevity of discourse and conservatism of 
action, than the congress which convened 
yesterday. 

The old world is in the throes of a read- 
justment that may determine history for half 
a century. This country, while neutral, is 
experiencing the reflex effect of that read- 
justment. 

It is, pre-eminently, a time to walk softly 
and not to carry the big stick. 

On the domestic side, 
the word. Had the European war never 
broken the time would have been at hand 
to stop any ambitious program looking to 
capital legislation, and to give big and little 
busimess a rest. The European war simply 
intensifies that necessity. 

The people have given the democratic 
party a warrant to complete its administra- 
tion. To that extent, the party has been 
given a vote of confidence. But, plainly, it 
is a vote of confidence with a rider attached. 
That rider is to the effect that there must 
now be a let-up in the activity of the legisla- 
tive mill. The business of the country has 
not gone to the bow-wows, as the intense par- 
tisan republicans intimate, but it is in a 
State of “watchful waiting,” of running on 
the slow-speed, which needs to be respected, 
or the consequences will be exacted. To boil 
it down, the less congress does outside of 
passing the big supply bills and enacting the 
routine program of the usual short session, 
the better for the country and the demo- 
cratic party. This excepts, of course, some 
unforeseen contingency in the international 
situation. 

It is inevitable that the sternest repres- 
sion on part of the leaders in both branches 
will be unavailing to stem loud vociferation 
anent the military policy of this nation, the 
argument, by one faction, to stand pat, and 
by another to rush forward exceeding the 
speed limit. 

That congressman who would at this 
moment commit this coufitry to any revolu- 
tidnary departure from its military and 
naval policy is not a friend to efficiency nor 
to the future. It is pure folly, at this stage, 
to strive to read conclusive lessons from the 
cataclysm in Europe and upon them remodel 
our procedure with regards army and arma- 
ment. Our plea is not for total inaction. 
But there is a middle course that can be 
pursued, and that must be pursued, until 
affairs in the old world have more nearly 
adjusted themselves to permit an accurate 
perspective. At present, the destiny of 
Europe and the problem of militarism are in 
the melting pot. This country can afford no 
drastic departures until it has a clearer 
vision of the product. 

In other words, the present congress 
must choose a course with gingerly caution 
between action and inaction. The less hys- 
teria, the less demagogy and baiting and 
chauvinism displayed, the better for all con- 


cerned. i

On the last day of November not one of 
the.certificates which. were issued by the 
New York Clearing House association in the 
four months following the closing of the 
New York stock exchange remained out- 
standing. Every one had been canceled or 
withdrawn, The banks which,have from 
time to time since about mid-October been 
each day liquidating certificates taken out 
by them have been receiving in return vari- 
ous securities, much of it high-grade com- 
mercial paper. In other parts of the coun- 
try the complete withdrawal of clearing 
house certificates have been accomplished at 
various times, principally since the first of 
November. 

In the financial district, one interpreta- 
tion of this elimination of loan certificates 
issued by the New York Clearing House as- 
sociation is regarded as of real importance to 
the country. There might be placarded ap- 
propriately in the halls of the clearing house 
building a legend announcing that financial 
conditions in the United States are now al- 
most normal. For there would still remain 
outstanding clearing houst loan certificates 
if there were any need of them. Coupled as 
this action is with the return to the United 
States treasury of much of the emergency 
currency and also coupled with the decision 
of the federal reserve board at Washington 
to withdraw the recommendation to congress 
that it permit an increase in the amount of 
emergency currency that may be issued to 
banks upon the security of commercial pa- 
per, there is furnished emphatic and con- 
‘gncing proof that finantial conditions in the 
United States are now practically normal 

A condition of this kind must inevitably, 
in view of the great increase of our foreign 
trade, be followed speedily by evidences of 
the resumption of domestic business activity. 
That seems to be substantially the unani- 
mous opinion of the leaders in the financial 
district and of leaders also in other financial 
centers of the United States. 

Again, the experience of the Clearing 
House association in a time of great emerg- 
ency proves the unquestioned value of high- 
grade commercial paper as a security for 
loans. Probably earlier experiences of the 
New York as well as of other clearing house 
associations served to impress those who 
were drafting what is now the~federal re- 
serve banking law with a good understand - 
ing of the fundamentally important relation 
of commercial paper which represents actual 
value to any well-perfected American bank - 
ing system 

A Test of Confidence. 

In the past, liquidation of loan 
cates issued by clearing house associations 
has been been looked upon as an infailible 
test of the return of confidence. This, per: 
haps, was better illustrated in 1893 than at 
any other time. On account of various 
demoralizing influences, among them the 
failure of Baring Bros., of London, there had 
shattering of, credit.

Something like this is characteristic of 
the Clearing House association’s experience 
since the first of August. When confidence 
was completely shattered and the financial 
world *was standing in the thickest of fogs, 
appeal was immediately made to the Clear- 
ing House association. That body accepted 
securities and issued loan certificates upon 
them in the aggregate of nearly $125,000,000- 
This service was of instant value. It aided 
indirectly, at least, in the formation of the 
syndicate of New York city banks which 
pledged itself to raise $82,000,000 in gold to 
be applied in the liquidation of the debt of 
New York city on account of short-term 
notes held abroad. It was of great service 
in facilitating New York city’s share in the 
$100,000,000 gold pool. 

It therefore paved the way for what at 
first was a slight, almost imperceptible, 
change from anxiety to confidence, and that 
change was in a few days made evident 
when banks which had taken out clearing 
house certificates began to redeem them. As 
conditions improved and confidence was be- 
ing more firmly established, so also these 
certificates were being redeemed until at last 
on the first of December it was possible to 
proclaim to the world that, so far as the 
New York Clearing House association is 
concerned, confidence has been restored, and 
what are substantially normal conditions in 
the money market and in the nation’s finan- 
cial situation are re-established. How great 
the resources of the banks of New York city

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WHITE MAN PREDOMINATES. - 
IN CULTURE OF COTTON 


Editor Constitution: In order the better 
to develop the facts regarding the produc- 
tion of cotton in Georgia, I have made from 
the United States census of 1910 the follow- 
ing tables. Whoever reads them aright must 
gather that raising cotton in the state of 
Georgia is a white man’s job. 

The counties producing the greatest yield 
of cotton per acre are recorded with a popu- 
lation of white farmers largely in excess of 
negro farmers. On the other hand, those 
counties raising the least cotton per acre 
have an excess of negro over white farmers. 
My first table is the result of separating the 
thirty-two most productive counties, i. e., 
yielding a bale of cotton from the smallest 
area of land, /

By extending the foregoing list to be 
most catholic in statistics, I necessarily in- 
clude counties (ranking low in this premier 
class) that show an excess of negro over 
white farmers. The exceptions are ranked 
woe. 6. 18, 18, 26, 38, -36; 36. 31. [I have 
omitted all counties that produce less tnan 
6,000 bales, which number 29 counties in Geor- 
gia that cannot be ranked as adapted to cot- 
ton cultivation; being mostly north Georgia 
counties, they have few negro farmers.

I have conscientiously tabdlated these sta- 
tistics to convince myself and others inter- 
ested that we are indebted to the white race 
for the American success in cotton culture, 
not to negro slavery nor black labor. 

White Man’s Work. 

Years ago I realized and published what I 
believed to be true of the development of the 
cotton plant itself. I then said that the 
southern white planter had accomplhshed 
more in developing the cotton plant since 
the colonies were settled by the white race 
than had been done for the other great 
staple, Wheat, by the whole world since 
Caesar invaded Gaul. 

Why have I gatheréd the foregoing sta- 
tistics? I answer in an endeavor to save 
cotton from being classed with the culture of 
silk or the production of tea, both of which 
are suited to Georgia climatic conditions. No 
greater calamity could well be inflicted on 
the cotton producing southern states than 
to relegate cotton to this class of Asiatic 
peasant -labor crops, the remuneration 
barely sustaining life, and human existence 
deprived of all the equipment necessary to 
White civilization. Such a condition existing 
among us would brutalize the farmer and dull 
the moral sense of the consumer of the staple. 

I-desire the world to realize that cotton 
is an American farmer’s crop, and must be 
Sustained at a price level of Caucasian living. 
Coincident with its production must be conq 
served churches, schools and all the accesso- 
ries of a white man’s environment. 

I. have classified the realities regardless 
of theories, stating as fully the _ statistics 
against my own belief as those favoring. 

Those who accept the proven facts of 1900 
as superseding the theories of 1800, must 
realize that the economic chamges wrought by 
the work of machinery directed by white 
workers has revolutionized all labor condi- 
tions. In 1914, to think correctly we must 
think in terms of this era of free white labor, 
and not in terms of the black labor of the 
past.

Shrinkage in Revenue

Editor Constitution: I read your ed-« 
itorial on the war tax, and, while I usually 
agree with your editorials, I believe you 
may possibly be mistaken in your assertion 
that the federal revenue is so depleted by 
the tariff being hopelessly riddled by the 
EKuropéan war, as our firm has received 
more goods from Germany In the past four 
months, since the war started, than we did 
in the corresponding four months of last 
year, much to our surprise, and now perhaps 
we have a 25 per cent larger stock than we 
had a year ago, and in talking with the col- 
lector of internal revenues, he stated that 
there are a number of firms in Atlanta who 
are about in the same fix we are ourselves, 
and that some of them have received goods 
not expected until spring. 

I think the proper name for this tax 
should be “deficiency tax,’ and not “war 
tax,” as it is caused by the reduction ia 
tariff, and not by the war. 

I have clipped out the details of the so- 
called war tax, which is all that the general 
merchant needs, and as the pamphlets run 
out at the revenue department, and I was 
not able to, get one, I think it is a good idea 
to give the merchants, as it is all the in- 
formation they need.
